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PUBLISHERS AGREE TO PROPOSAL FOR PRICE -FIXING 


After Final Conference with Federal Trade Commission on Tuesday, Newspaper Publishers Assent to Plan 
for Regulation—Make Agreement Conditional on Continuation of Grand Jury Hearings by Depart 
ment of Justice—Heney Tells Publishers They Must Give Up Five Per Cent. of 


Consumption to Participate—Joint Conference Yesterday. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Wasuinetox, D. C., February 27, 1917—After having had 
informal conferences with both publishers, large and small, and 
manufacturers last week, the Federal Trade Commission today 
met in both executive session and open meeting large and small 
publishers, at the Raleigh Hotel, and as a result of the whole 
matter the publishers agreed to co-operate with the Trade Com- 
mission if it decides to accept the proposal made by certain of 
the news print manufacturers, relative to price, fixing. It was 
agreed further that if necessary to make the plan a success, the 


publishers would still further reduce their requirements. 


Must Hold Requirements to Minimum 

The meeting yesterday morning was executive, and all news- 
paper correspondents were barred, but nothing of great import- 
ance took place, it is understood. Among other things, it is said, 
Francis J. Heney, the special attorney of the Commission, speak- 
ing for the Commission, told the publishers present that any of 
their number who would not agree to hold paper requirements 
to the minimum would be kept from benefiting from the price 
reduction if the Commission could accomplish it. 

It is understood that the Commission will hold an open meet- 
ing here on Wednesday when both the publishers and manufac- 
turers will be present, and after that it is believed that the Com- 
mission will announce that it will accept the proposal of the 
manufacturers. 

Most of the publishers who were present at the conference 
today, it is understood, buy from the paper mills who have already 
signified their intention to the Commission of agreeing to the 
The Commission believes, it is said, that enough manu-

International and other companies, to insure a general break in 


the price of news print. 


The Present Supply of Pulp Wood 


The open meeting held in the afternoon was opened by a short 
talk from one of the Assistant Foresters, Mr. Greeley, of the 
Forest Service, who in a few words spoke of the present pulp 
supply in this country. 

Mr. Greeley said that there is a large supply of raw material 
in this country of pulp wood, and particularly in the western 
states. He said that there is about 300 billion feet of’ lumber 
suitable for paper making in the National Forests and that sooner 
or later the paper mills will have to avail themselves of it. He 
also spoke at some length of the water power available on the 
forests near the supply of pulp wood. This is one of the means, 
he said, of meeting the future problem of raw material for paper 
making. 

Within the next fifteen years all of the available supply of pulp 
wood in this country will have been used up, if reforestration 
methods are not utilized, he told the publishers. There is no 
reason why the Lake States should not supply all of the future 
supply of pulp wood if reforestration methods are used, he said. 
Reforestration is one of the big economic questions of the day in 
the United States, Mr. Greeley said. The cheapness of paper, he 
reminded the publishers, depends very largely upon the abundant 
supply of raw matrials. He then drew an analogy between the 
paper industry and the lumber industry, speaking of the moving 


from place to place and the fact that reforestration met 
general, are not used. He said that in the mind of th: 
Service it would be a lamentable fact if the paper industr: 
follow the lead of the lumber industry in this matter. 
Mr. Greeley then spoke at some length on the refor 
policies of the states of Minnesota and Wisconsin and 
the New England states. All of the 
the country should be reforested, said Mr. Greeley.

“It is the sense of those assembled that whatever may 
outcome of these pending conferences there should, in the 
ment of this meeting, be no suspension or interruption ot 
investigation into the causes leading to the conditions now exist- 
ing in the news print paper trade now proceeding through the 
agency of the Department of Justice.” 

Mr. Heney, immediately following the reading of this resolu- 
tion, told the conference that there is no intention, at this time, 
on the part of the Department of Justice, to stop its investiga- 
tion now going on. As before suggested in these columns. the 
publishers have insisted that they want free competition restored 
among the print paper mills which they hope will bring per- 
manent relief. 

After the meeting today most of the publishers signed an agree 
ment, given later, in which they agreed to cut their requirements 
at least 5 per cent. below their 1916 supply of paper. 


Attitude of the Publishers 


The following resolution was adopted as representing the atti- 
tude of the publishers who were present today: 

“Resolved, That the newspaper publishers present at this meet- 
ing agree to use less news print paper in 1917 than they used 
in 1916, with the thought in mind that this will create a surplus 
which will insure a supply to all newspapers, particularly the 
smaller papers, who have difficulty in securing an adequate sup- 
ply; and we recommend to all newspaper publishers that they do 
likewise in our common interest.” 

Members of the Commission had declared positively that no 
price arbitration plan could be taken up unless publishers would 
co-operate to the extent of reducing tonnage if it became neces- 
sary. They said, however, that it might not become necessary 
for any publisher to use less than he needs. The danger as they 
saw it was that publishers would take advantage of the lowet 
price to go into the market for large quantities of paper and 
bring about a shortage. The statement was made that the Com- 
mission’s investigation had shown there was no shortage, but 
that the margin between production and consumption was very 
close. It was made clear that the Commission would enter into 
no arbitration plan with the price the sole factor and no arrange- 
ment made as to distributions. 
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Mr. Heney, during the course of the conference, said that the 
Department of Justice is considering charges that the news print 
manufacturers have limited their production as a phase of the 
criminal investigation now in progress in the New York Federal 
courts. 

Hesitate About Decreasing Supply 


There was some hesitancy when Mr. Heney, at the conference, 
asked some of the large publishers if they would be willing to 
give up some of their supply if need be. He then spoke of what 
has been done in England, namely, that the government is regulat- 
ing the supply of paper to the newspapers, and that the supply 
hes been cut down three times already. He hinted that for some 
reason, not given, the Canadian supply might not be as large as 
heretofore. One of the publishers suggested that the govern- 
ment, unless in war times, couldn’t tell the publishers how 
much paper they could have if they had the price to pay for it. 
The plan might fall through altogether, Mr. Heney intimated, if 
the large and small publishers would not co-operate to the best 
of their ability with the Commission. 


Schedule to Be Filled Out by Publishers 


During the course of the day representatives of the Commis- 
sion distributed the following schedule to be filled out by pub- 
lishers or their representatives who were present. This schedule 
included name of representative; name of the publication; where 
published; name of the company supplying the paper; tons speci- 
fied in the present contract; period covered by the present con- 
tract; price specified in the present contract; tons of paper on 
hand March 1. Have you eliminated returns? Have you eliminated 
wastes? At the bottom of the schedule was the following form 
of agreement, which the representatives were asked to sign: 


“With the understanding that the price in my contract made 
with the ———-— — company for the purchase of standard 
news print paper be reduced at least to —— per 100 pounds 
f. o. b. mill for the period March 1 to September 1, 1917, I 
hereby agree to release each month up to — per cent. of the 
tonnage contracted for, the paper thus released to be used in 
the manner to be determined by the Commission to help publishers 
without contracts, and I further agree that I will not purchase 
any paper in addition to that already contracted for without the 
consent of the Commission.” 


Among some of the questions which it is understood were put 
to the publishers at the morning session by officials of the Com- 


mission were the following: Have you eliminated returns? Could 
you, by rigid economy, get along on less .paper than you -have 
arranged for in 1917? Could you stand a 5 per cent. reduction? 
What is the highest price you are paying for paper? To what 
percentage of your supply does it apply? What is the lowest 
price you have? For what part of your paper? What, in your 
judgment, would be a fair price for news print, considering 
increased costs and uncertainty? Would such a price, if made 
by the International and a few others, break the market? Would 
you be willing not to go on the open market for paper? What 
price would sheets news stand? And what, in your judgment, 
is the best arrangement to make for the protection of small high- 
cost mills? 


Publishers and Mill Men Confer 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Wasuincton, D. C., February 24, 1917.—Following the 
proposition put up to the Federal Trade Commission last week 
by certain news print manufacturers, as already outlined in the 
PAPER TRADE JOURNAL, officials of the Commission have this week 
had continual conferences both with manufacturers of print paper 


and newspaper publishers. These conferences are to continue for 


some days, it is understood, and on Monday the Commission will 
meet with some 200 newspaper publishers to discuss the situation 
further. 


Those manufacturers who attended the conference with the 
Commission on Friday were among those who did not join in 
the suggestion of the other manufacturers, and they came here at 
the request of the Commission which wished to get their views 
on it. 

Restoration of Free Competition Aimed. At 


It has been given out at the Commission that restoration of 
“free” competition in the news print paper manufacture is the 
aim of the Commission, and if it accepts the proposal offered 
by the manufacturers, it will work with that end in view. The 
Commission, it has been stated this week, is bent on fixing a 
cure for conditions and not a mere temporary arrangement. At 
the end of the six months the Commission feels that conditions 
in the news print industry will have been shaped so that unre- 
strained competition will insure “fair” and “equitable” prices. 

Acceptance of the proposal made to the Commission hinges 
on the attitude of the manufacturers who have not agreed to it 
and also to the attitude of the publishers, and that is the reason 
that the Commission has bgen holding these continual private 
conferences. Members of the Commission are hopeful that most 
of the other big manufacturers will come in on the proposal. 


No Immunity Promised 


In view of the publicity given the matter it has been made 
known at the offices of the Commission that the discontinuance 
of the Department of Justice’s criminal investigation has not 
been promised any manufacturers, but it is not believed if indict- 
ments are found that the cases ever will come to trial, if, in 
the meantime, competition should be restored. .The attitude 
of the Commission seems to be toward offenders that corrective 
measures sometimes are more in the interest of the public than 
are punitive measures. 


Difficulties Appreciated 


As was pointed out editorially in last week’s issue of the PAPER 
TRADE JOURNAL, many difficulties are seen in putting any price- 
fixing plan into operation. This is fully appreciated by members 
of the Commission as evidenced in a talk which your correspond- 
ent had with several of them last week. 


If the cost of production were the same in all of the mills, 
it would be a comparatively simple matter, and a flat rate would 
be put on paper, but costs are different in all of the mills, and 
a scale of prices will be necessary. The question of redistribu- 
tion also presents a puzzle. The Commission probably will work 
out some arrangement whereby newspapers, as far as possible, 
will purchase their news print from the nearest mill and thereby 
cut freight rates to the minimum. 


Must Use Minimum of Paper 


While the Commission holds that there is no actual shortage 
of news print, it does not wish to encourage an extravagant use 
of it and create a real shortage, and it is thought therefore that 
the Commission will ask the publishers to use a minimum of 
paper to conserve the supplies. It is said here that the manu- 
facturers have said that they were willing, under a distribution 
plan, to keep enough of their machines on news print to care for 
all necessary newspaper uses. 


Many Publishers Present 


The publishers have been represented in part by the print paper 
committee of the American Newspaper Publishers’ Associations, 
headed by Hopewell Rogers, president of the association, and 
some members of the executive committee. In addition many

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NORTHERN NEW YORK MILLS 
FORM EFFICIENCY BUREAU 


An Organization That Is Intended to Lend System to the Efforts 
They Are Making Toward Improving the Efficiency Fac- 
tor in the Conduct and Operation of Paper Making Plants 
—Organizers Hope That Similar Organizations Will Be 
Formed in Other Paper Making Centres so That Bureaus 
May Exchange Information, Etc.—J. E. Campbell Is 
Chosen President. 


The watchword of successful manufacturing effort today is 
efficiency. As competitive conditions become more intensive, the 
need of closer attention to improved methods of so-called “shop- 
detail” must be apparent to the most cursory observer. The 
methods of yesterday are rapidly and certainly being replaced 
by modern and scientific processes and the disposition of com- 
petitors to meet with one another, in trade organizations, to 
exchange views in regard to market conditions, etc., to assist in 
raising standards of quality and to work for the common good of 
an industry, but reflect the increasing belief in the need of such 
effort. 

New York Paper Mill Efficiency Bureau 


A number of the larger paper mills in northern New York 
met in conference during January and decided to organize a mill 
efficiency bureau, an organization which would lend system to the 
efforts. they were willing and anxious to make toward improving 
the efficiency factor in the conduct and operation of their plants 
and organizations. 

This organization is known 
offices 


as the New York Paper Mill 
Efficiency Bureau, with the Y. M. C. A. building, 
Watertown, N. Y. Officers of the bureau are James E. Campbell, 
of the Dexter Sulphite and Paper Company, president; J. F. 
Amos, of the Taggart Brothers Company, treasurer, and Charles 
A. Walker, secretary and engineer. 

The member mills at the present time are: St. Regis Paper 
Company, Remington Paper and Power Company, Taggart 
Brothers Company, Knowlton Brothers, Diana Paper Company, 
Howland Bag and Paper Company, and Dexter Sulphite and 
Paper Company. It is expected that as the bureau gets into its 
stride and the importance of its work is seen, other mills will 
become members. 

The purpose of 


in 


the new bureau is outlined as follows: 


Purposes of the Organization 


“The aim of the organization will be to create economies in the 
operations of the mills, to increase the efficiency factor of opera- 
tion, and to reduce waste, suggesting the introduction of 
modern and scientific methods. 

“While the activities of the efficiency bureau per se will mark 
a distinct epoch so far as the paper mills in this section are 
concerned, such efficiency bureaus are included in the personnel 
of the management of a great number of the large manufacturing 
plants throughout the nation. 

“The so-called ‘efficiency idea’ has alone made possible the 
wonderful upbuilding of the automobile industry in the United 
States and today American automobiles are sold in practically 
all the markets of the world.

His opportunities may not be as great in the paper and 
pulp mill as in the automobile factory, but no one will seriously 
contend that there is no place for him in the paper and pulp 
mills.

Regarding Compensation Insurance 

“Few industries are taxed as heavily for compensation insyr. 
ance as are the paper and pulp mills, the premiums for which 
seem to be out of all relationship to the hazard involve The 
fixing of these premiums has been entirely under the control of 
the Rating Board of the State and no united effort has been 
made to force a review of such rates. 

“The efficiency bureau proposes to tabulate experience ta to 
fortify its efforts for a review of such nature from pa; and 
pulp mills in other sections of the country. 

“The bureau will also lend its efforts in insisting upon more 
equitable schedules than are now in force as they relate to the 
paper and pulp mills. Certain very important schedule divisions 
which make for material premium reductions, and which seem 
to be allowed in other industries, will be requested and such re- 


quests will be fortified by appearances of our engineer before the 


proper authorities. Up to the present time, the entire subject 
of compensation insurance, with its heavy premium penalties to 
the paper and pulp mill, has not received the attention we should 


have given it. New rulings and interpretations are being handed 
down daily and until some united action is taken and review in- 
sisted upon, we will continue to complain and yet accomplish 
nothing. 
Hope Other Bureaus Will Be Formed 

“The establishment of the bureau marks another step forward 
in the steady march of progress which has been going on in the 
paper and pulp industry, and it is hoped that the results accom- 
plished by this bureau will be of such value and importance to 
our industry in this section that similar bureaus will be established 
throughout the country wherever paper and pulp mills are located. 

“As such similar are established from time to time, 
interchange of information between such bureaus and our own 
will be suggested and in this way the bureau will assist others 
and in turn from them.”

FOR DISINFECTION OF BURLAP 


Similar Regulation Was Announced by the Federal Horticul- 
tural Board Last June, but Because of Vigorous Protest 
Operation Was Postponed Until January |—Associated 
Dealers in Mill Supplies of New York Meet Monday and 
Again Protest to Horticultural Board, Claiming That Just 
as Much Can Be Accomplished by Allowing Bagging to 


Be Shipped to Paper Mills Without Disinfection. 


The Federal Horticultural Board of the Department of Agri- 
culture has issued the following notice of a regulation placed 
on the importation of burlap used for wrapping cotton: 

“Amendment No. 8 to the Rules and Regulations Governing 
the Importation of Cotton into the United States (Regulation 
15, effective. January 1, 1917) brings burlap and other fabrics 
which have been used for wrapping cotton under the restrictions 
of these cotton regnlations. This necessitated by 
the risk that such fabrics might harbor and be the means of 
entry of the pink boll worm of cotton and other pests, both on 
account of the adhering cotton and also the likelihood of such 
pests getting into the wrappings themselves and being conveyed 
by them. 

“This regulation, with required form of certificate, is quoted 
below:

Regulation 15. Importation of Burlap or Other Fabric Which 
Has Been Used for Wrapping Cotton Subject to Restrictions 
“Burlap or other fabric, under whatever name or, trade designa- 
tion, which has been used for wrapping cotton and to which 
cotton is adhering shall be subject to all requirements of these 
regulations: Provided, That material covered by this regulation 
which has been freed from all adhering cotton and disinfected 
by a process approved by the Federai Horticultural Board may 
be admitted without further disinfection. And provided further, 
That second hand or used burlap or other fabrics of the kinds 
ordinarily employed in wrapping cotton but which have not been 
so used, and American cotton bagging, commonly known as 
coarse gunny, which has peen used only to cover cotton grown 
in the United States, be admitted without inspection if 
the invoice be accompanied by a certificate in the form indicated 
below, a copy of which shall be affixed to each parcel. Material 
covered by this regulation which has been disinfected under the 
supervision of an inspector of the Department of Agriculture, 
as required by Regulation 7, and material admitted without dis- 
infection under the foregoing provisos, may be distributed, for- 
warded or shipped without the 
Regulations 8, 9 and 10.”

Regulation Similar to That of Last June 

A similar regulation requiring disinfection of burlap used as 
a wrapping for cotton was announced by the Federal Horticul- 
tural Board last June, to take effect on August 1. The dealers 
in paper mill supplies at once objected, on the ground that 
insufficient time was allowed to conform to the regulation, that 
it was not sufficiently clear, and also that bagging used by paper 
manufacturers thoroughly disinfected by the process of 
manufacture that no previous disinfection was necessary. 

A vigorous protest was made to the board, as the result of 
which the operation of the regulation was postponed until January 
1. It has now sent out, under date of February 20, the above 
notice of a regulation in effect January 1, 
to remain effective until July 1.

; Paper Supply Men Protest 
After a meeting of a group of mill supply dealers on Monday, 


it was decided again to write a letter of protest to the Horti- 
cultural Board in the name of the Associated Dealers in Mill 
Supplies of New York. It will be claimed that the purpose of 
destroying the boll weevil, if present, can be accomplished just 
as well by allowing bagging for paper mills to be shipped to 
the mills without disinfection, after which the freight cars can 
be thoroughly cleaned. Information will also be asked as to the 
method of disinfection which is necessary to meet the approval 
of the board. The cost of disinfecting is about one-quarter cent 
per pound. 


Pacific Paper Mills Almost Completed 

PoRTLAND, Ore., February 19, 1917.—The large new paper plant 
of the Pacific Mills Company, Limited, now nearing completion 
at Ocean Falls, British Columbia, probably will be ready for 
operation about April 15, according to A. J. Lewthwaite, resident 
manager of the Crown-Willamette Paper Company at Portland, 
who returned a few days ago from a visit at the Ocean Falls 
plant. 

The Pacific Mills Company is owned and controlled by the 
Crown-Willamette Paper Company, of Portland, which is backed 
by Portland and San Francisco capital. 

The steel and concrete buildings about to be completed at 
Ocean Falls furnish a total floor space of approximately 350,000 
square feet, with machinery and equipment capable of producing 
100 tons of paper daily. 

In the immediate future a second and larger unit is to be 
erected directly across Link River from the new buildings. The 
second unit, which is to be about 10 per cent. larger than the 
first, will have a capacity of approximately 125 tons of paper a 
day, giving the complete plant a capacity of 225 tons daily, or 
67,500 tons for the 300 working days of the calendar year. 

When completed the British Columbia mill will not only be 
larger than any of the other plants of the Crown-Willamette 
Paper Company at Oregon City and Lebanon, Ore., Camas, 
Wash., and Floriston, Cal., but will be one of the largest paper 
mills in the world. It is estimated that between 600 and 700 men 
will be employed in the two units at Ocean Falls. 

Most of the paper made at the Ocean Falls plant will be news 
print and kraft paper. The products will be shipped to Australia, 
to various points along the Pacific Coast and to a number of 
scattered foreign countries, including the prominent Oriental 
ports. 

Within a distance of 50 or 60 miles of the new townsite of 
Ocean Falls the Crown-Willamette Paper Company owns between 
4,000,000,000 and 6,000,000,000 feet of fine timber, mostly spruce 
and hemlock, which is of splendid quality for the manufacture of 
paper. 

Ocean Falls is located about 380 miles north of Vancouver, 
B. C., and about 30 miles inland at the head of Cousins Inlet, an 
arm of the Pacific Ocean. The channel is already 30 feet and 
will be even deeper and wider as soon as dredging operations are 
completed. Three or four lines of steamers serve the port, water 
being the only means of entrance and exit. 

Electricity supplied by the hydro-electric power plant of 6,000 
horsepower potential capacity will be used to operate the mill as 
well as supply light, heat and energy to the town which has 
sprung up as a result of the new industry. The main building, 
of steel and concrete, covers a ground area of 800 by 85 feet. 

The mill site is not far below Link Lake and directly below the 
rapids of Ocean Falls. The construction work has been carried 
forward by the company engineers. - A. B. Martin is the resident 
manager at Ocean Falls. The company officials hope to have the 
complete plant of two units in operation by January 1, 1918.

IS PROTESTED IN CANADA 


Although Paper Manufacturers Are Accepting with as Good 
Grace as Possible the Government’s Proposition There Is 


No Mistaking the Fact That It Has Caused a Great Deal 
of Discontent—Plans Are Being Made for the Erection 
of an Experimental Pulp Mill in Connection with the 
Forest Products Laboratories of Canada in Montreal— 
Paper Firms Prosper. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


MonTREAL, Que., February 26, 1917—While the paper manu- 
facturers are accepting with as good grace as possible under the 
circumstances the government’s proposition that news print be 
supplied to Canadian publishers at not more than 2% cents per 
pound, there is no mistaking the fact that this action has caused 
a good deal of grumbling and discontent. Representatives of 
labor unions are pointing out, on the one hand, that powerful 
interests like the newspaper interests can get prices regulated, to 
save their pockets, while workingmen are paying enormously 
inflated prices for the necessities of life, and no action whatever 
is taken for their relief. Capitalists, on the other hand, are com- 
plaining of government interference with enterprises in which 
their money in invested, and saying the step is fraught with grave 
danger to the industrial life of the nation. 

Having taken the step, it is quite certain that the newspaper 
will not allow the government to retrace its steps. The action 
is referred to as strictly a war measure, but it is pretty certain 
that the newspaper interests will insist on holding to price regula- 
tion permanently. Under these circumstances it is quite certain 
we have by no means heard the last of the government’s action. 
What is thought of the move in financial circles is shown by 
a statement published in the Financial Times of Montreal by 
Greenshields & Co., who are the spokesmen for one of the most 
powerful groups of capitalists in Montreal. 


Vigorous Protest Against 214 Cent Price 

This statement protests vigorously against the price being fixed 
at 2% cents per pound, as compared with a price of 3 cents in 
the open market, and proceeds: “This is establishing a prece- 
dent for the arbitrary deviation by our government from the 
principle which has always been regarded as one of the founda- 
tions of our industrial and financial system—the principle of non- 
interference with the law of supply and demand. The acceptance 
of the government’s right arbitrarily to fix the price of a com- 
modity, save in the case of a great emergency such as exists 
in Great Britain in regard to the food supply, might lead to the 
disorganization of our entire commercial system. The gravity 
and significance of this action is not generally understood, because 
the newspapers being the chief beneficiaries, have, with a few 
shining exceptions, either ignored or misinterpreted the order.” 

It proceeds to point out that practically all commodities have 
risen in price tremendously during the past twelve months, and 
particularly the necessities of life, yet no action has been taken 
to regulate prices. The action in regard to news print is there- 
fore all the more astonishing. Having pointed out that the price 
of news print had been fixed not by an illegal combination, but 
by open competition in the American market, the statement con- 
cludes: “If it is possible for any particular class powerful enough 
to secure the abrogation of the law of supply and demand at 
the expense of some other class not so powerful, then Canadian 
industrial and financial interests may be put in jeopardy, the 
safety of invested capital made subject to impairment, and far- 


reaching disturbances invited to the stability of the country’s 
commercial position.” 


Experimental Pulp Mill for Montreal 

Plans are now being drawn up for the erection of an experi- 
mental pulp mill in connection with the Forest Products Labora- 
tories of Canada in Montreal. Researches are to be conducted 
in connection with the making of both sulphite and sulphate 
pulp, and it is expected that the mill will prove of considerable 
benefit to the industry. The government have already made an 
appropriation for the mill. C. B. Thorne, of the Riordon Pulp 
and Paper Company, and Henning Helin, of the Wayagamack 
Pulp and Paper Company, are giving their help in planning the 
mill, and the companies they represent are giving the services of 
draftsmen and engineers. 


Riordon Company’s Wonderful Year 

The sweeping changes in the fortunes of the Canadian pulp and 
paper industry during the past year are brilliantly reflected in the 
annual statement of the Riordon Pulp and Paper Company. This 
statement shows that in the 12 months up to December 31 last the 
company earned a net profit of $1,331,051, an increase of $1,038,- 
493, or 355 per cent. over 1915, the company’s best year to that 
date. It was in excess, by a fair margin, of the combined net 
profits for the five years from 1911 to 1915. 

After providing for bond interest and preferred stock dividend, 
there was a surplus balance available for the common stock of 
$1,165,736, an increase as compared with 1915 of $1,034,482, or 
close to 800 per cent. This surplus represented earnings at the 
rate of 25.9 per cent. on the $4,500,000 common shares, against 2.9 
in 1915—the company’s best previous performance. 

After distributing 4% per cent. in dividends and bonus among 
shareholders, there still remained $963,236 to be carried forward 
to surplus account. This surplus, however, is subject to the de- 
duction of any amount that may be payable for the year under the 
business profits tax. 

In his review of the situation, Mr. Riordon, the president, says 
that if present conditions continue, the year 1917 will be a banner 
year for the company. 


Ticonderoga Company a Big Earner 

The Ticonderoga Pulp and Paper Company, of which the Rior- 
don Pulp and Paper Company secured stock control last fall, re- 
ports earnings of $509,675 for the year ended December 31 last. 
After deducting $38,806 for the bond interest, and $15,440 for pre- 
ferred dividend, there was a balance of $455,429 to be carried 
forward to profit and loss surplus. As the outstanding common 
stock of the company is only $360,000, the balance carried for- 
ward represented earnings at the rate of no less than 126.5 per 
cent. on the junior security. With a previous balance of $547,016, 
the total surplus is $1,056,691. No dividend has yet been paid on 
the common, but it follows that a substantial one is coming, with 
the chief benefit falling to the Riordon company as the controlling 
interest. In his annual report, the president of the company says: 
“The product of the Ticonderoga company, about 30,000 tons of 
soda pulp and high grade book papers, for the year 1917, has been 
sold at prices very much in excess of those obtained during 1916. 
From a perusal of the Ticonderoga balance sheet, copy of which 
is sent you herewith, your directors feel sure that you will be 
satisfied with the value of the properties purchased.” 


Laurentide Power’s Annual Meeting 
The annual meeting of the Laurentide Power Company was 
held in Montreal a day or two ago. J. E. Aldred, the president, 
reported that the company had started as an operating company in 
July, 1916, and the report he presented covered six months opera- 
tions, which operations he considered had been very satisfactory. 
The outlook for 1917 was most satisfactory, every bit of power 
that the company could produce finding a ready market. The fol-

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CANADIAN BOOK PRINT MILLS 
DO NOT FEAR INVESTIGATION 


State That Present Prices in the Finished Products Are Due Al- 
together to High Price of Pulp—Government, It Is Stated, 
May Put Embargo on Waste Following the Order Last 
Year Prohibiting Rags from Going Across the Line— 
Prices in Most Lines of Waste Paper Decline, Although 
News and Overissues Are Up—W. J. Gage Gives $100,- 
000 for Fight Against Consumption. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Toronto, February 26, 1917——The book paper mills are not 
worrying much over the demand of the trade press and also the 
book publishers that the Government investigate their prices. A 
director of one of the largest book mills in Canada told the 
Paper TRADE JouRNAL this afternoon that the mills were quite able 
to shift any responsibility upon the pulp mills. “For what we used 
to get for $38, $40 and $42 a ton we have to pay $90, $100, $110 
and even $120 a ton. When you pay 9c. to 9%c. for a lb. of pulp 
it is easy seeing where the finished paper price ends. 


May Put Embargo on Waste 


Word has reached the waste paper dealers here from Ottawa 
that the Government has prepared an order preventing the export 
of waste to the United States, following upon the order last year 
prohibiting rags from going across. It is said that the move was 
influenced by a desire to help reduce the present prices of paper 
and particularly boards. 


Slump in Waste Paper Prices 


A decided slump has taken place in book and ledger ‘ stock” the 
past few days. Flat magazine and old book stock has tumbled 
from $2.05 to $1.60; light and crumpled book from $1.95 to $1.50; 
ledgers and writings from $2.80 to $2.30, and solid ledgers from 
$3.20 to $3.00. This, in face of a slight advance in most other 
lines, folded news going up 5 cents per cwt.; overissue 25 cents 
and “scrap” (mixed papers), about 5 cents. 

One stock dealer declared to the Paper TRADE JouRNAL that the 
mill men had forced down the price of the book and ledger stock. 
It has been a complaint of the mills for a long time that the ex- 
port of waste to the United States was responsible for a material 
advance in prices in Canada. 

W. J. Gage Gives $100,000 

A new philanthropic work has been undertaken by W. J. Gage, 
head of W. J. Gage & Co. and the Kinleith Paper Company, who 
has been a leader in the fight against consumption for many years. 
Mr. Gage has made a gift of $100,000 to the Ina Grafton Homes 
Corporation which will erect an apartment house capable of ac- 
commodating at least 50 families, and will be leased at nominal 
rent to widows, children and other dependents of Canadian sol- 
diers who have lost their lives at the front. 


Big News Print Mill Foreshadowed 


A big new news print mill was foreshadowed last week by Sir 
Adam Beck in an address before the Hydro-Electric Union of 
Municipalities. This is a union of those towns, cities and villages 
that receive power from the Government Hydro-Electric Commis- 
sion in which over $20,000,000 is now invested and which supplies 
20 cities, 63 towns, 81 villages and 17 townships with 200,000 
horsepower and is planning to build radial railways. Sir Adam, 
who has been developing power in the Trent Valley declared 
that ground wood which formerly sold at $16 a ton now cost $40 
and that the cost of paper had now become a great burden to the 
newspapers. He believed that a paper mill could be established 


with Government owned power that would supply paper to the 
publishers at a reasonable cost, something they could never get 
by act of Parliament. The power and the pulp were there, and 
the only satisfactory way for the papers was to enter into com- 
petition in this way with the paper mills. 

What gives the more weight to this suggestion is that Sir Adam 
Beck, head of the commission, has, so far, carried out everything 
he has started. 


The News Print Situation 


“All over but the cheering—or groaning, is the position of the 
news print price investigation in Canada. The meeting held in 
Montreal last week of the mill men, is taken as the final indica- 
tion that the oft-heralded 2'c.-at-the-mill rate, will be established. 
All that is left now is the troublesome problem for the mills of 
working out just how much the exporters must pay the mills that 
will have to sell at a loss to Canadian publishers. 

There is some surprise expressed among the mills here as to 
the suggestion that has come from Washington that the United 
States Government has decided the price that publishers shall 
pay both to Canadian and United States mills. The Canadian 
mills wonder what jurisdiction the United States Government can 
exercise over them, as their product is not only made but sold 
over here. If a price is fixed for the United States mills, the 
makers here are looking to receive what they themselves fix as 
the price to cover the deficit in the States. 


New Business with Jobbers Falls Off 

A well known jobber stated today that new business had fallen 
off considerably since the first of the year. They were as busy 
as before but chiefly in filling orders that had accumulated. They 
think the drop, which was not unexpected, is due not only to 
dealers being fairly well stocked up, but to a fear of the high 
prices. They do not look for increases for several weeks in any 
prices except in boards. 


Mt. Holly Paper Mills to Start 

Mount Hatty Sprines, Pa., February 26, 1917—The Lower 
Holly paper mill recently purchased by the Mount Holly Paper 
Mills, Inc., with offices at 17 Tremont Street, Boston, Mass., tried 
the machinery recently and found it in good condition. 

This mill is supposed to open March 1 for the manufacturing 
of book paper and later branching into the linen paper field. 

D. E. Brindle, contractor, has the contract to erect a brick 
addition 165 feet long by 30 feet wide as soon as the weather per- 
mits. 

This firm had also intended to purchase the Upper Mill, but was 
not able to secure the necessary watz: rights, it is understood. 


Keith Paper Co. Buys International Mill 


Turner’s Fats, Mass., February 26, 1917.—The Keith Paper 
Company, which for some time past has been negotiating for the 
idle mill of the International Paper Company, completed the pur- 
chase of the plant last week. 

It is the purpose of the Keith Paper Company in the near future 
to develop this property first to a one machine and later on, if 
necessary, into a two machine mill, making the usual high grade 
of “Keith Quality” papers. 


Grand Jury Hearing Postponed 


The Federal Grand Jury investigation into news print prices in 
New York city, which was postponed until Monday has again 
been postponed because of the alleged espionage cases which 
have been brought to the attention of the Grand Jury and of 
which it is wished to dispose as soon as possible. The postpon- 
ment is indefinite, no date having been set for resuming the hear 
ing.

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# PRICE FIXING NOT FAVORED 
IN THE BLACK RIVER VALLEY 


News Print Men in That Location Said to Be Highly Displeased 
at the Efforts to Establish Prices Through the Federal 
Trade Commission—Such Arbitrary Action Will, It Is 
Claimed, Drive the Publishers Ultimately to Operate Their 
Own Mills—Frank T. Moore Says Such Actions Will 
Mean the Ruination of Our Forests—Echo of the Civil 
War at Bagley & Sewall’s. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Watertown, N. Y., February 26, 1917—Paper manufacturers 
in the Black River Valley are highly displeased with the attempt 
to set the price of news print paper by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. They claim that the publishers will not achieve the 
end desired by this move, but will find themselves ‘in worse con- 
dition than at present. In fact, it is claimed that the publishers 
will be driven to operating their own mills ultimately, if this sort 
of arbitrary action is taken. 

Local manufacturers say that if the demand drives up prices 
now, how can the demand be met any better with lower prices. 
In fact, they claim that the moment the law steps in and says 
what shall be charged, the manufacturers will turn their mills 
over to other grades of paper and thus deplete the supply to 
that extent. This will react upon the publishers, it is pointed 
out, and will place them in even greater straits than at present. 
It is certain that any attempt to set lower prices for news print 
will drive several local plants into the manufacture of other 
papers. 

Will Ruin Our Forests 

Frank L. Moore, president of the Newton Falls Paper Com- 
pany, does not manufacture news print, but he sees another more 
serious effect of the proposed plan. “It will ruin our forests,” 
he said. “The result of such action would set back the conserva- 
tion of our natural resources by decades, and mean the ruination 
of our forests,” he stated. His version is that those paper com- 
panies that own timber tracts will be forced to cut their tracts 
‘clean, while now the purchase of wood from other sources saves 
such close cutting as will be forced by the economy efforts of 
the manufacturers. 

Among the Northern New York paper manufacturers sum- 
moned before the federal grand jury in this connection are E. 
B. Sterling and S. B. Wardwell of the West End Paper Com- 
pany of Carthage, and James A. Outterson, who is president of 
five paper companies in this section. George C. Sherman, presi- 
dent of the Taggart Paper Company, also has gone to Washing- 
ton. Francis K. Purcell of the local law firm of Purcell, Cullen 
& Purcell, went with them. 


Civil War Shell Bursts at Bagley & Sewall’s 


An explosion in the Bagley & Sewall paper machine manu- 
facturing plant last week was meant for the rebel forces in Vir- 
ginia over half a century ago. It did not do the damage it was 
made to do, but it did do some scorching of eye brows and nerve 
shaking at the plant. Former Mayor Charles D. Bingham, now 
treasurer of the Bagley & Sewall Company, is the owner of the 
shell mentioned, and beyond a doubt it was fired from his cannon 
into the fields of Virginia when the old gunner’s battery was 
shelling the enemy in the sixties. 

Last summer Mayor Bingham visited the old battle fields of 
his boyhood in the valley of the Potomac. He stopped his auto- 
mobile at a farm house where he recognized the landscape as 
that at which his battery poured its shell and shot for a period. 


Inquiry of the farmer developed the fact that some of the shells 
that did not explode had been plowed from the fields in that 
section. The good southerner promised to secure a shell for the 
tourist. 

Some time after Mr. Bingham had returned he received an 
express package containing two shells. It was one of these that 
caused the havoc at the Bagley & Sewall plant. A shell six inches 
in diameter and about a foot long was being split in half. The 
Mayor had previously bored the shell and believed he had 
removed all the powder. But when the saw of the workman 
cut through the hard case a friction spark ignited a quantity of 
powder that had congealed to the sides during the half century 
repose in the sands of Virginia. A puff of fire and smoke shot 
to the ceiling and the workman was slightly burned, but no one 
was seriously injured. Fortunately only a small amount of pow- 
der remained, or serious damage might have been done. 


Water Power Rights Ruling 


An important water power rights ruling has just been made 
by Judge Irving G. Vann of Syracuse. After many years of 
litigation among the power owners in Black River at what is 
known as Beebee Island, in which the action is entitled, Knowlton 
Brothers vs. New York Air Brake Company, George A. Lance, 
City of Watertown, Watertown Light and Power Company, Rob- 
ert J. Buck as executor of the estate of J. B. Wise, J. B. Taylor, 
The Harmon Machine Company, Case Lumber and Roofing Com- 
pany, George W. Knowlton and A. H. Herrick & Son, a partial 
decision is reached. The decision is not a complete victory for 
the defendant concerns, but is partially so. 


May Develop Half of North Channel 


The decision gives the New York Air Brake Company the 
right to develop one-half the flow of the north channel of the 
river, but makes it necessary that the consent of the majority 
of the water power owners on the north channel and the dam 
commissioners be secured as to the method of development. In 
the event of their refusal the consent of the supreme court must 
be obtained. Knowlton Brothers were granted a permanent 
injunction against the defendant Brake Company concerning the 
development of the power at the head of Beebee Island where 
the concern has already begun development. 


Introduction of Wood Pulp Industry 


New York, February 27, 1917.

Referring to Mr. Warner Miller’s article on wood pulp printed 
in your issue of February 22, permit me to state that the wood 
pulp industry was introduced into this country by Albrecht and 
Rudolf Pagenstecher and their cousin Alberto Pagenstecher, and 
that their mill at Curtisville, now Interlaken, Mass., manufactured 
the first pulp on March 5, 1867. A picture of the mill and of 
the first invoice of pulp to the Smith Paper Company, of Lee, 
Mass., you will find in your 25th anniversary number of October 
16, 1897. 

Warner Miller was not in any way connected with the estab- 
lishing of the Curtisville plant.

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DRASTIC ACTION ALLOWED 
BY CANADIAN NEWS ORDER 


Minister of Customs Hon. J. D. Reid in Order Amplifying 
Original Order Is Given Wide Power to Enforce Regula- 
tions Regarding News Print Paper—Great Interest Mani- 
fested in Lloyd George’s Speech, in Which He States 
Importation of News Print Paper Will Be Reduced by 


640,000 Tons—It Is Not Thought, However, That It- 


Will Very Greatly Affect Canadian Manufacturers. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 


Orrawa, Ont., February 27, 1917.—The text of the orders-in- 
council passed by the Canadian Government in regard to news 
print shows that if necessary very drastic action is proposed 
to be taken under the wide powers conferred upon the minister 
of customs, Hon. J. D. Reid. The first order provides that “the 
exportation of news print shall be permitted only by license under 
regulations by the minister of customs.” 

A subsequent order amplifies and defines the minister’s powers. 
It reads: 

“His Excellency the Governor-General in Council, with a view 
to ensure to publishers of Canadian newspapers an adequate sup- 
ply of news print paper at reasonable prices, and under and in 
virtue of the power in that behalf conferred by Section 6 of the 
War Measures’ Act, 1914, or otherwise vested in the Governor- 
General in Council, is pleased to make the following regulations 
respecting the price, sale, control, storage, distribution, transport, 
etc., of news print paper in sheets or rolls and the same are 
hereby made and enacted accordingly: 

“1, The minister of customs is hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to fix the quantity and price of news print paper in sheets or 
rolls to be furnished by the manufacturers to the publishers in 
Canada. 

“2. The minister of customs is further authorized and empow- 
ered to make such order or orders as he may deem necessary or 
advisable for the distribution and delivery of such news print 
in sheets or rolls by the manufacturers to the publishers. 

“3. All orders and regulations made by the minister under this 
authority shall be enforced by the sheriff of the gounty or district 
where the said news print paper is manufactured or by any officer 
of the customs. 

“4. Any person who contravenes or fails to, observe any of 
the provisions of this Order-in-Council or any regulation or order 
made thereunder shall be guilty of an indictable offense and liable 
upon indictment to a fine of not exceeding five thousand dollars 
or to imprisonment for any term not exceeding three years or to 
both fine and imprisonment as specified, and any director or offi- 
cer of any company or corporation who assents to or acquiesces 
in the contravention or non-observance by such company or cor- 
poration of any of the provisions of these regulations shall be 
guilty personally and cumulatively with his company or corpora- 
tion and with his co-directors or associate officers.” 


Interest in Lloyd George’s Remarks on Paper 


Great interest was aroused in local news print circles when 
the text of Lloyd George’s speech in the British House of Com. 
mons on Thursday was made public and attention drawn to the 
reduction in the importation of news print paper by 640,000 tons. 

While this will have some effect on the Canadian pulp and 
paper trade, it will not be marked, for in the last two years the 
largest part of what news print Canada had to export went to 
the United States. In any case the putting into effect of the 
British prohibitive measure will not affect the local district where 
there are several important paper mills. Mr. George H. Millen, 


president of the E. B. Eddy Company, Limited, does not expect 
to see any change in the prices because the exports from the local 
district were of no moment. 

There is of course the question of what Lord Northcliffe’s 
big mills in Newfoundland will do if forbidden to ship to Great 
Britain. Whether they will continue to manufacture and _ sell 
their output in the United States, thereby entering into competi- 
tien with Canadian and American mills, paper men can only 
speculate on at present. 


Price Not Yet Officially Fixed 


The minister of customs has not officially fixed the price of 
news print paper yet, but it is conceded that the fixed price of 
2% cents per pound will go into effect. In regard to the limita- 
tion of the export of a paper mill's product to 80 per cent. a 
scheme for equalizing the proportion of export which each mill 
will be allowed is being devised, and it is likely something along 
these lines will be announced by the minister of customs soon, 


The News Print Muddle 


A Boston banker in the Boston News Bureau says: “The fight 
over news print prices which has been taken up to the Federal 
Trade Commission contains the possibility of initiating a danger- 
ous custom. It seems likely to result in a law forcing news print 
producers to cut their prices to something below the $60 to $65 
per ton which is being demanded for 1917 paper. The dangerous 
thing about this is that it is an entering wedge in governmental 
regulation of industrial prices. If the news print producers are 
guilty of being the ones to compel such governmental regulation 
they deserve and will receive strong condemnation from every 
industrial executive director and stockholder in the country. 
About the only bulwark left in these days of excessive regulation 
of utilities and railroads has been the price-free industrial situa- 
tion. If we are to lose this situation the last big field for the 
exploitation of American creative and business genius will have 
been taken away. 

“There is perhaps an open argument as to whether the news 
print producers have not been too greedy in advancing prices to 
3% cents, a jump of $20 per ton over 1916 contract prices. 

“But the publishers on their side have not hesitated to crucify 
the news print mills whenever they secured an opportunity. 

“The mills at a time when economic conditions justified a 
sharp advance have simply taken advantage of the natural law 
of supply and demand and put prices up to what the traffic would 
bear. In fact, they could just as well have secured 4 or 4% cents 
as 3%, although consumption would of course have been cur- 
tailed. 

“The situation is a serious one. 
the part of mill managers. They have the future of their in- 
dustry at stake. They have possibly more than that. They may 
have in their hands the shaping of future governmental policy as 
respects price fixing of all kinds of industrial products. It is 
profoundly to be hoped that this crisis will be faced in a broad 
and generous way rather than in any spirit of bitterness of 
rancor.”

New Tree Destroyer Found 

Ottawa, Ont., February 26, 1917.—A new enemy of the timber 
wealth of Canada, whose ravages are believed to have been more 
destructive than those of forest fires and which, it is said, has 
really accounted for much of the damage blamed on the latter 
source of loss, has been located. It is a bug, and its discoverer 
is Entomologist Johnson, of the southern section of the Stefanssen 
exploration party, which returned last fall from the Arctic, after 
three years in that frigid region. 

A curious thing about the insect is that after it has paid a visit 
to a forest the latter has all the appearance of growth that has 
been destroyed by fire. 
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ACUTE SHORTAGE OF COAL 
CLOSES OHIO PAPER, MILLS 


Considerable Inconvenience Experienced, Especially at Hamil- 
ton, Where Two Leading Mills Are Compelled to Close 


Down for a Time Because of a Lack of Fuel—Much 
Trouble Is Being Experienced Also at Dayton in Getting 
a Sufficient Supply of Fuel—Dayton Power and Light 
Co. Has Prosperous Year—Hinde & Dauch Paper Co. 
Increases Capital from $2,000,000 to $5,000,000.

Dayton, Ohio, February 26, 1917.—Once again the acute coal 
shortage has been felt in the trade. At Hamilton, particularly, 
was there considerable inconvenience as two of the, leading paper 
mills necessarily closed down on account of the lack of fuel for 
steam purposes. The Beckett Paper Company was closed for 
several days, and only by extraordinary efforts on the part of 
the management were the mills able to resume last Friday. The 
shortage of sulphite due to the unusual conditions prevailing 
also was responsible for the temporary cessation of operations. 
The Champion Coated Paper Company also experienced some 
delay in operations on account of the coal and coke shortage. 
The arrival of eight cars prevented a prolonged shut-down, how- 
ever, and the large force is again employed. This was the second 
time during the year that the Champion plant was compelled to 
close. 

General Complaint in Dayton 


In Dayton there was general complaint and this week it is 
not certain that all of the factories will be able to continue opera- 
tions uninterruptedly. The Brownell Boiler Company, which sup- 
plies the paper mills in many sections of the country with its 
product, reported lack of coal and some of the foundries face 
protracted suspensions unless the supply is replenished. The 
municipality found it would be impossible to run the garbage 
reduction plant and other utilities unless several cars of coal 
ordered from the West Virginia mines arrived this week. 


Dayton Power Co. Prospers 


The annual meeting of the Dayton Power and Light Com- 
pany, held last Thursday showed interesting 
facts relative to the work of this important enterprise which is 
reaching out in all directions from Dayton to supply power to 
manufacturing concerns. F. M. Tait, presidents of New York, 
formerly of this city, read his report to the stockholders. It 
showed that approximately 4,000 new customers had been added 
to the company’s circuits in all districts during the year, this 
being an increase in the connected load of 16,500 horse power. 
A total of 48 miles of transmission lines have been erected in 
the past twelvemonth, increasing the number of towns and mill 
centers at the close of 1916, to thirty-six. 

The gross business of the company amounted to $1,600,000 
compared with $1,100,000 of the previous year, and a net sur- 
plus of more than $200,000 compared with $185,000 in 1915. This 
showing would have been much better had not the price of coal 
been far beyond expectations, it was stated. The same directors 
and officers were elected during the ensuing year, at a meeting 
held after the stockholders adjourned. 

The company is erecting a large power plant at Miller’s Ford, 
just south of Dayton, and when this is completed a large exten- 
sion of the business is expected.

The Paper Situation 


The following interesting letter from Hon. Warner Miller, 
under the caption of “The Paper Situation,’ was printed in the 
New York Times Tuesday morning: 

“If you have time to consider what I shall write, it may give 
you a new or different idea of the paper situation. First, I have 
no monetary interest in the manufacture of paper or pulp, but I 
was in the business from 1863 to ten years ago. I began making 
paper out of rye straw for The Tribune and Times at 25 cents 
per pound, or $500 per ton, and quit selling a better paper at 
$36 per ton—a large loss. I introduced the use of wood pulp 
into papermaking and sold it at 20 cents per pound, and followed 
it down to $36 per ton. The newspapers of the country usually 
abused me and named me “Wood Pulp Miller.” In closing, 
Charles A. Dana did me the honor to say in a lecture on the 
modern newspaper that I had made the modern newspaper pos- 
sible by using wood pulp and reducing the price. Second, some 
years since the Newspaper Association employed a skillful man 
at $15,000 per annum to go to Washington and work for free 
paper and pulp. He succeeded in the Wilson tariff. The result 
was that no new mills were built, and the news mills that were

able to make other grades of paper turned off news print 
war brought increased consumption of paper; 
terial increased from 100 to 200 per cent. 

“Europe could not supply the South American market or other 
countries—the demand fell on the United States. Wages have 
advanced more than 100 per cent. and the mills have changed 
from the twelve-hour time to eight hours, thus increasing the 
number of employes 33 1-3 per cent. 

“Wood ten years ago was $5 per cord, now it is $15 to $20 per 
cord; all other materials and mill furnishings have made like ad- 
vance. Copper, largely used in the machines, advanced from 14 
cents to 37 cents; 
vance. 

“If the newspaper publishers succeed in having the Trade Com- 
mission take charge of the business, the result will be the same 
as followed the enactment of the present tariff. No more mills 
will be built to make news print; such mills as can change to 
other kinds of paper will do so. The industry will be transferred 
to Canada, where your ‘Trade Commission’ cannot operate. To- 
day Canada is sending to us 1,000 tons of news print daily. Eng- 
land can at any time commandeer Canadian paper. If the Gov- 
ernment can fix the price of paper, it must fix the wages of the 
men who make the paper; then they must fix the price of bread, 
meat, clothes, and rent. It follows that the commission can fix 
the price of The Times for less than the cost of the paper. If the 
commission can fix the price of one product, it can fix all prices. 

“Then a Russian bureaucracy would be a delightful system 
under which to live as against the despotism of our liberty-loving 
country. No one can believe that the Supreme Court would up 
hold the proposition that the Government can fix prices in these 
times. You have all brought these troubles on yourselves, and 
you are now trying to destroy the industry and send it to ‘anada.”

more than 17 per cent. in net earnings during the 12 months end- 
ing December 31 last. The increase in gross amounted to $405,-

that power is represented by an item of $136,626. The gross 
earnings for 1916 were $2,325,872 and the net earnings $1,897,944.

Guy Tombs Promoted 


The Canadian Northern Railway has decided to centre the 
freight traffic department of its eastern lines in Montreal, Que, 
and among other changes the tariff bureau will remove from 
Toronto to Montreal on March 1. Guy Tombs heretofore general 
freight agent, Montreal, will direct the eastern line business under 
the title of assistant freight traffic manager. The most important 
freight business on the Canadian Northern Railway is connected 
with the forest, the total lumber tonnage hauled in 1916 exceed- 
ing that of any other Canadian road, and in the territories served 
in northern Ontario and northern Quebec the news print and 
wood pulp industry is paramount. Mr. Tombs’ experience and 
long acquaintance with the paper trade are well known, and 
worth a lot to his company, and the Canadian mills are glad to 
see the recognition accorded. 


Paper Box Men Seek Protection 


The Paper Box Credit Protective Association, which includes 
about seventy-five of the larger manufacturers, met Tuesday at 
the Broadway Central Hotel and decided to take action to break 
up alleged graft paying and collusion between manufacturers and 
employees of concerns that buy and use boxes. 

According to Samuel L. Wallerstein, of 115 Broadway, counsel 
for the association, there are a number of ways by which buyers 
are swindled, to the benefit of the crooked manufacturer. “There 
are hundreds of cases where the shipping clerk will sign for more 
boxes than he receives,” said Mr. Wallerstein. “The wagon will 
back up to the shipping department, the full number of boxes be 
unloaded, and, if possible, half will be loaded back and taken away, 
the firm being defrauded for 50 per cent. 

“Where the clerk is closely watched he will accept shipments 
and ‘lose’ the bills. At the end of the month, when the statement 
arrives from the box manufacturer, the firm finds itself charged 
with several thousand boxes, of which they have no record, but it 
is in the position of having acknowledged the receipt of the boxes 
and must pay for them.” 

Mr. Wallerstein said that the increase in the price of strawboard 
from $20 a ton to $80 since the war began facilitated the crooked 
practices and. made them exceedingly profitable.

IS HELD AT PHILADELPHIA 


About Ninety Salesmen and Jobbers Attend the Annual Meet- 
ing Last Week of Well Known Paper Company at the 
Bellevue-Stratford—General Manager A. H. Scott 
Speaks on “Building Big Business,” and Is Followed by 
Numerous Others, Who Speak on Interesting Topics— 
Delegates on Thursday Pay Visit to the Big Scott Tissue 
Mills at Chester-—Other Trade and General News. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, February 27, 1917-—The convention of sales- 
men and jobbers handling products of the Scott Paper Company 
was held Thursday and Friday of last week at the Bellevue- 
Stratford Hotel. This is an annual affair with the Scott com- 
pany, and each year it assumes more importance.

The exports for the twelve months of 
1916 ending with December amounted to $39,549,800 as com- 
pared with $22,264,371 and $20,113,942, respectively, for the years 
1915 and 1914. 


The foreign shipments of all varieties of printing paper for 
the month amounted to $1,365,343, which was a slight increase 
over November when the shipment amounted to $1,237,945. The

talking about spruce; they seem to be receiving plenty of hemlock, 
but the great shortage or the critical shortage is on spruce wood. 

“Now this is all bad enough, but on top of it there is a labor 
shortage which is even more serious. Every mill man that the 
writer saw told him that even if they were receiving wood in 
a normal manner today they could not unload it, and in one of 
the big. mills most favorably situated and paying better wages 
than its surrounding neighbors we were informed that they were 
shy seventy-five men and that help was impossible to get. 

“We have known of a number of cases where ground wood has 
been sold at $50 a ton and from what we can find out there are 
Plenty of offers in the market at better prices? but there doesn’t 
seem to be any ground wood obtainable anywhere. 
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“Right along this line one of the mills told us that they could get 
acceptances in Canada of their orders for ground wood at around 
$45 to $50 a ton, but that would do them no good, as they could 
not get the ground wood to their mills on account of the collapse 
of transportation facilities, so that $45 a ton doesn’t represent a 
market that can be of any use to them. They might as well offer 
the pulp at $30 a ton; they would be no better off. 

“The trade has erroneous opinions regarding conditions, and 
the whole question back of the paper industry today is labor, 
transportation and procuring of raw materials. materials 
are short, because labor is high and scarce and transportation

ANSWER No. 2391.—We don’t know of any objection to a hard 
rubber breast roll, It certainly would have one big advantage 
over the brass breast roll in that there would be practically no 
slippage of the wire over the surface of the roll, in which case 
it would be an important factor in prolonging the life of the 
wires. It would be necessary, of course, to make sure that your 
breast roll did not bind in any way; if it did bind, your wire 
would not slip over the surface of the rubber roll as it does over 
the surface of a brass roll and it would be very liable to rip the 
wire off. 

Light Edge Trouble 

Question No. 2392.—I am running a Fourdrinier machine mak- 
ing various grades of paper, and I am troubled with light edges, 
mostly on the front side of the machine, and I have laid this 
trouble to the way the head box is constructed. Now, in your 
opinion, what is the proper way to construct a head box for a 
Fourdrinier machine? The one on this machine is of the old style. 
Any other remedy that you might suggest would be appreciated. 

ANSWER No. 2392.—Light edge trouble is very common. On 
some machines it is the front edge; on others the back edge, and 
at times it really is very difficult to overcome. Your head box 
must be so constructed that the flow of stock through the head 
gate will in no way affect the flow of stock onto the apron. Some 
head boxes are so constructed that the stock running through the 
headgate (which is partly open) flows in one direction, generally 
towards the back side of the machine, and the box between the 
headgate and the apron is so shallow that it does not form a 
sufficiently deep pool of stock to allow it to flow evenly onto the 
apron, but instead it rushes onto the apron in the same direction 
as when coming through the headgate, namely, towards the back, 
therefore you have a lack of stock on the front side which in 
such cases causes the light edge. 

It also causes you to carry your slices lower on the back side 
than on the front, causing the stock to travel faster on the back 
side than it does on the front. This condition makes your paper 
appear cloudy on one side and clear on the other. So to over- 
come this the headgate should be set deep enough to allow the 
stock to thoroughly mix and flow evenly without any rush onto 
the apron. Light edges may also be caused by uneven table rolls 
or the wire being filled up on the edge. The shake will cause a 
light edge more perhaps than any other one factor. The writer, 
when experimenting for a remedy for light edges—in this instance 
the light edge was on the front side—changed the shake from 
a short, quick stroke to a long, slow stroke and immediately 
the light edge changed from fhe, front sige:go the back side. The 
shake was then carefully adjusted a little at a time until a happy 
medium was found and the light edges eliminated from both 


sides. So you see the shake must be seriously considered when 
dealing with light edges. 

Go over all parts carefully and do away with all lost motion at 
all joints. Measure the movement of the Fourdrinier rail front 
side and back. Both sides should be alike, and be sure there 
isn’t any lost motion in your breast roll. 


Correct Pitch for Fourdrinier 

Question No. 2393.—What is the proper pitch for a Fourdrinier 
on a machine making a heavy sheet 22x30-145; also on a sheet 29x 
47-70? When is a wire called pitched? Is it when the breast roll 
end is above, being level with the suction boxes, or below, being 
level with the suction boxes? And should the stroke of the shake 
be changed in any way when the pitch of the wire is changed? 

Answer No, 2393.—The correct pitch on a wire for making a 
sheet 22x30-145 depends largely upon the quality of the paper 
and the condition of the stock in regards to beating and refining, 
whether long or short, free or slow stuff is to be run. On long 
free stock I would advise that the breast roll be raised one inch 
above the level of the suction boxes, and for stock which holds 
the water more, either through being slower or shorter, the 
breast roll should be anywhere from level with the suction box 
to one inch lower. On a sheet 29x47-70 in addition to the above 
conditions the pitch would depend also on the speed of the ma- 
chine and the length of the wire. For making such a sheet of 
book paper on a sixty foot wire at a speed of 300 feet per minute 
the breast roll should be pitched about 2% inches above the suc- 
tion box level. 

The stroke of the shake depends mostly on the condition of 
your stock, and is not influenced to any extent by changing the 
pitch of the wire. Generally speaking, a wire is pitched when 
the breast roll is higher than the level of the suction boxes. 


Position of the Dryers 

Question No. 2394.—I have a machine to set up and in it there 
are seventeen 36” dryers. Two of them are 4%” in circumference 
and two are 1-16” in circumference larger than the remainder. | 
would like to know if there is any way to make these dryers run 
together and where in the machine the larger ones should be 
located. 

Answer No. 2394.—Place your largest dryers at the wet end of 
the machine. The two which are %” large should be the first 
two dryers at the wet end. Have your 1-16” large dryers come 
next to the 4%” large. If the stack is double deck make the 4" 
the first top and the first bottom and the 1-16" the second top 
and the second bottom. The reason that your larger dryers 
should be set at the wet end of the machine is that they do not 
get as hot as the dryers further along in the stack and therefore 
the expansion of the dryers at the wet end is not as great as that 
of the dryers of the dry end. Therefore having your wet end 
dryers slightly larger in circumference than those of the dry end 
will tend to equalize all your draws when in actual operation.

individual publishers have been here and other associations have 
also been represented by committees. The A. N. P. A. commit- 
tee told the Commission that as the association represented a 
large percentage of the country’s news print paper users they 
believed they could speak for all of the publishers of the country. 

Although they were glad to accept any price reduction, the 
publishers said that they would agree to an arrangement for 
price fixing only if free and open competition is established among 
the mills and the price reduction put on a permanent basis. They 
did not think, they told the Commission, that the manufacturers’

proposal would be practicable unless at least 50 per cent. of 
the news print makers signed it. 

In response the Commission told the committee that it did 
not contemplate any price arrangement which in the end did not 
promise restoration of free and open competition. 

It is understood that the publishers told the Commission that 
they disapproved of any price-fixing plan which would carry with 
it immunity from prosecution for manufacturers guilty oi 
bination to control prices.

Manufacturers Divided in Attitude 


The manufacturers who came here to meet the Commission 
nn Friday, those requested to do so by the Commission, it is 
said, were divided in their attitude toward the proposal made by 
the manufacturers who submitted the plan to the Commission, 
The Commission, at this time, believes, however, that enough 
will sign the proposal to assure success for the plan. 

Emil M. Scholz and a number of other publishers have been 
holding informal meetings here this week and talking over pos- 
sible “jokers” in the proposal of the manufacturers. At their 
informal conference the publishers tried to answer the question 
as to whether the price-fixing plan may be only a sedative, instead 
of offering a means of permanent relief. The publishers insisted 
that they would like the assurance of the Commission that there 
is no “trick” in the proposal. 

Publishers throughout the country are coming here Monday 
to meet with the Commission and discuss the proposal of the 
manufacturers. If it is accepted the Commission will act as 
an arbitration board, and that is why before deciding it desires 
to consult as many manufacturers and publishers as it can. 

Publishers generally, it is asserted, are ready to assist in the 
plan if assured that the relief will be permanent, but they are 
insistent that no plan be put through which promises immunity 


to manufacturers under investigation in the federal courts 


“Scrap” Among the Publishers 


In connection with the developments here during the past 
week one of the interesting sidelights which naturally has not 
appeared in print has been a fair sized “scrap” among the pub- 
lishers themselves. 

It seems that while some of the A. N. P. A. men were “off 
the job” a certain well known publisher, connected with some 
well known interests, came to Washington and became very con- 
fidential with the Commission. This publisher, not a member of 
that association, assured the Commission that the association did 
not by any means represent all of the publishers of the country. 
He made certain suggestions, some of which were given consid- 
eration by the Commission. Then the A. N. P. A, arrives on 
the scene of action and completely discredits said publishers. This 
has led to somewhat of a scrap. And further, it is said that poli- 
tics has entered the investigation, and taking it by and large, 
there have been some mighty interesting rumors current in Wash- 
ington during the past week. 

Quite naturally it is hard to predict what the coming week 
will bring forth, but things are rapidly coming to a head, and 


‘it is likely that something definite will be decided before next 


week is over.

WasuincTon, D. C., February 20, 1917.—Bids were opened this 
afternoon by Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, Mr. Peters, for 
furnishing the Treasury Department with approximately 115,000,- 
000 sheets of distinctive paper for the year beginning July 1, 1917. 

Crane & Co., the present contractors, were the only bidders, their 
bid being $.40% per pound. Their bid last year, and the one under 
which they are now working, is $.34%4 per pound. 

Last year the Hawthorne Paper Company bid, their bid being 
$.40. The same firm bid the year before, also, but with no success. 
While the contract has not been awarded, the matter is now up 
before the Secretary of the Treasury and there is little doubt but 
what the Crane company will again be awarded the contract. This 
same company has furnished the paper ever since there has been 
any distinctive paper. 


Northern Michigan Pulp Co. Formed 
Petoskey, Mich., February 26, 1917.—Articles of incorporation 
for the Northern Michigan Pulp Company have been filed with 


County Clerk Madlem. News that such a firm was being organized 
reached this city some days ago, but plans under which it will 
operate have not been announced. The new corporation was organ- 
ized in Boston with three stockholders, Robert W. Fernald, Louis 
Dep Cole and Clarence G. Guild. The latter two men hold ten 
shares each of common stock, while Mr. Fernald holds 480 shares 
of common and 250 shares of preferred stock, all at par value of 
$100. Fifty thousand dollars has been paid in in cash.

Preliminary Figures on 1916 Wood Pulp 


Returns from 160 wood pulp mills throughout the country, re- 
ceived in connection with the census of pulp wood consumption 
and wood pulp production being made by the Forest Service in 
<o-operation with the News Print Manufacturers’ Association, 
show that the reporting mills used in 1916 3,419,000 cords of wood 
and had an output of approximately 2,229,000 tons of pulp. It is 
expected that by the middle of March reports from practically 
all of the mills in the country operating in 1916 will have been 
received. Complete figures are to be made public as soon as the 
remaining mills have been heard from. 

Of the total production of. wood pulp thus far reported 973,329 
tons was made by the mechanical process, 892,110 tons by the 
sulphite process, 314,085 by the soda process, and 49,053 by the 
sulphate .process. 


No figures on pulp wood and. wood pulp consumption hav: 
compiled by the Forest Service since 1911, and it is expect 
the present census will reveal a number of changes both 
amount and kinds of wood used. It is stated that th: 
stumpage values and the decreasing supplies of spruce an 
lock, as well as improved methods of manufacture, have 
pulp makers to use increasing quantities of other woods. 

The final report of the census of the Forest Service will show 
by States the number of cords of each kind of wood going into 
each of the four processes of pulp making, as well as the average 
cost of the wood in the rough, peeled or rossed stage. ligures 
showing the production of each kind of wood pulp and the average 
value per ton at the mill will also be given.

Indiana Mills Want Rate Adjustment 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., February 26, 1917.—In a petition filed with 
the public service commission by the Ft. Wayne Corrugated Paper 
Company and the Vincennes Board and Paper Company action is 
sought to obtain an extension of freight rates against the P., C., C. 
& St, L. railroad et al. The petitioners charge the railroads have 
discriminated unjustly against them in freight rates and ask 
properly adjusted freight rates. 

The paper companies set forth the facts they use approximately 
more than 20,000 tons of raw produce every year, and are operat- 
ing two large and extensive mills, but due to higher freight rates 
than are charged other companies will be unable to operate in 
Indiana.

Paper Men at Typothetae Dinner 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

WasHINGTON, D. C., February 19, 1917,—Norman Wilson 
vice-president, and C. Washington Chabot, advertising man- 
ager, of the Hammermill Paper Company, were the honor 
guests here last week at the second annual banquet of the 
Typothetae of Washington, held at the Corcoran Hotel. The 
paper trade was well represented at the affair. 

Mr. Wilson spoke at some length on why the rag and sul- 
phite and all rag papers are not now as uniform as _ they 
have been hereotfore, pointing out the difference of the rags 
in foreign countries and in America.

Pejepscot Co. Buys Wharf Property 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. | 


Bancor, Me., February 26, 1917.—The sale of the Belfast wharf 
property to the Pejepscot Paper Company, mentioned briefly it 
a recent issue of the PArpER TRADE JOURNAL, is one of the most 
important transactions of the year in the Maine paper trade. It 
means an entire change of shipping base for a large paper com- 
pay, as well as an enlargement due to increasing business. The 
Pejepscot company has for years been shipping pulp wood from 
Nova Scotia to Bath, Me., by barge, but has been cramped by lack 
of storage room. At Belfast the new property includes several 
hundred feet of shore front, a hundred or more feet deep and a 
number of buildings, including sheds, storehouses and a wharf. 

A. B. Cowles, of New York, representing the paper company, 
states that the new owners will make Belfast the shipping terminal 
for pulp wood shipped to Maine from the Bay of Fundy. The 
wood will be towed to Belfast in barges, mostly from Salmon 
River, N. S., and stored until ready for shipment. 

The company will also install machinery to prepare the wood 


for the grinders, using at least 100 horse-power of electricity 
twenty-five or more men will be employed.

“They will tell you that spruce is growing 
faster than, or at least as fast as it is cut, but from my knowl- 
edge of the situation I would say that the pulpmills of Maine are 
consuming more than the normal growth. When one mill con- 
sumes 200,000 or 300,000 cords of spruce pulpwood in a year, it 
is some wood. And there are quite a few in Maine eating up 
that amount. As a matter of fact, some hemlock is being used 
by Maine pulpmills now and there is no question here as to its 
practicability. We are using spruce mainly because it is the 
best and cheapest available. A man from New York who has 
just been in my office tells me that they are using thousands of 
cords of beech in New York and Pennsylvania for making pulp. 


You know there are in Maine millions of beech trees, and the 
time may come, even in this generation, when we will turn from 
spruce to beech.”

The peculiar aspect of the present situation in the paper trade 
is that conditions of a few months ago are apparently being 
duplicated, and that the same mistakes may bring the same results. 
The unusual rapid rise of prices on everything from raw material 
to the highest grades of paper which came at that time, caught 
napping some people who had unluckily held off from purchasing 
too long with the idea that they could force the market down just 
a little bit further. 

When they had held off just a little bit too long the time came 
when everyone had to buy. Everyone bought and prices went 
soaring. At the present time some business prophets say that 
the lesson of that bull market was not well enough learned, and 
that the same thing is going to happen over again. Orders on the 
mills have been lighter lately, for jobbers have been ordering only 
sufficient to fill their own orders, not buying for stock. 

Most of the jobbers had large stocks at the beginning of the 
year, but the policy of buying needed lines from other jobbers, 
and not laying in new stock will, of course, make its effects felt 
soon. In fact, more orders from jobbing houses are already 
beginning to reach the mills than a short time ago. The question 
is whether buyers, as last fall, will all be forced into the market 
at about the same time. It is a possibility which is worth con- 
sideration. 

The chief difficulty being experienced by the mills just now is 
due to the numerous railroad embargoes. As a paper man re- 
marked the other day, “When you can get the cars, you run up 
against an embargo, and when the embargo is off you can’t get 
the cars.” 

All sorts of expedients are being employed in the effort to obtain 
reasonably prompt delivery where the paper is needed at once. 
Some shipments are being made by express. In other cases empty 
cars have even been secured at the point of delivery and shipped 
to the mill in order that they might be loaded and shipped back 
again from there. 

The market has been very steady in spite of the fact that dif- 
ficulties in obtaining delivery discourage buyers. Tissues are 
expected to become firmer, and the demand for fibre papers seems 
to: be increasing as local stocks run low. Board mills are not 
suffering in number of orders in spite of shipping difficulties. The 
upward tendency of pulp prices is expected to have an effect soon 
on all varieties of boards in the manufacture of which sulphite is 
employed. Manila chip board has already been advanced. 


Mechanical Pulp 

The expected shortage of mechanical pulp is making itself felt 
early and decidedly. It has been realized for some time that there 
was an unusual scarcity of labor in the Canadian woods, which 
would bring a decided shortage in this winter’s cut of pulp wood. 
It is now estimated that the cut, even with double former wages 
being paid to lumberjacks, will be only half of normal. The 
stringency is be:ng felt, however, even sooner than predicted, on 
account of the continued unsettled traffic conditions. Grinders are 
not producing the amount of pulp expected because supplies of 
wood have run low and shipments to replenish their reserves have 
not been received. It is even said that some mills have bought 
lumber to use for ground wood. Canadian railways will not allow 
cars loaded with pulp wood to.cross the border, but leave it at that 
point. As a result production is falling off. Quotations for 
ground wood pulp now range mostly between $47.50 and $50, with 
some mills quoting $55 at the mill. As a matter of fact, pulp is 
almost impossible to obtain at present in the open market. In the 


West, where there is also a shortage Of mill labor, tthe situation 
is even worse. 
Chemical Pulp 

Chemical pulp has been fairly steady, and with no prospect 
of a renewal of importations from abroad. Shipments from 
Sweden on old orders have recently arrived, but no new shipments 
are reported now on the water. The war risk is too high and 
the uncertainty of the cargo arriving on this side is too great 
make either importers or purchasers eager to take a cha 
Foreign bleached sulphite is nominally quoted at $9.25 by one in 
porter, but no orders have been received at that figure. S 
pulp continues very firm, with $6 per hundred now a flat price 


Rags 

The rag market is still in a comatose state. Little business i 
being done except in the roofing grades, and the general depressio 
is evidenced by a gradual lowering of prices all along the line. 
Rag papers have lost favor lately, the high prices having diverted 
orders to other grades, and as a consequence quite a few ma- 
chines are reported to have been turned from high grade papers 
to those in which waste papers and pulp are the raw materials. 


Bagging 

Bagging appears to be somewhat firmer this week, although a 
stiffening has been noticeable for several weeks back. 
particular is feeling a better demand than for some time. No 
effect on prices of bagging is expected by dealers from the restric- 
tions on the exportation of burlap which Great Britain has recently 
been adopting. They expect that the restrictions will be modified 
before they have been in force long enough to be felt in the 
bagging market.

Old Papers 

The same condition previously noted still prevails in the old 
paper market. Flat stock and shavings, which have witnessed 
for some time such a decided falling off, were expected by some 
dealers to make a quick recovery of part of the ground lost, be- 
cause of renewed buying by the mills. 
that a new level, more normal than the previous prices, has been 
reached, and that prices will remain at about their present position 
for a time with little movement either way. 

Although there is no large amount of business being done at 
present, the dull weeks of last month have been left behind, and 
business is going steadily along, at a somewhat slow pace, it is 
true. The mills seem to have 
months ago, thus giving themselves an opportunity to hold off 
from further purchases long enough to break the market. 
that paper stock has become so much cheaper the buying is almost 
normal again, and the assumption is that stocks on hand at mills 
are fairly normal, although requirements cannot be as large as 
they were in the fall.

ALUM.—The alum market has been steady, with a good amount 
of business being transacted at the prices reported a week ago. 
The quotations are as follows: Chrome alum, 18c. and up; 
ammonia, 4@4'4c.; potash lump alum, 534@6c. a pound. 

BLANC FIXE.—The fact that a larger amount than usual of 
the by-product grade has recently been put on the market has 
caused a decided falling off in the price obtained for it, but with- 
out affecting the better grades. Prices are as follows, per ton 
for carload lots: Pure blanc $70@80; dry, $100@110; 
by-product, $40@50. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—In spite of the fact that confidence 
in the continuance of export shipments is being regained, bleach- 
ing powder, along with some other heavy chemicals, has suffered 
from the present difficulties of our foreign trade. Large drums 
for the domestic market are now generally quoted at 4c. a 
pound, but are fairly steady at that figure. 

BRIMSTONE.—Brimstone remains in the same position which 
has been noted for some time past. Deliveries are difficult to 
get with any of promptness, and prices are very firm 
on the basis established. Quotations are as follows: 
New York shipment, $32.50 per long ton; Baltimore shipment, 
$33; spot, $35. 

CASEIN.—The supply of casein is 
normal demand for that article, 
ing off in importations, combined with the usual season of low 
production at home. The 1917 production in this country will 
not reach large proportions until about May 1, when the produc- 
tion, of milk becomes much larger than during the winter months. 
At present the bulk of sales are being made around 22c. a pound. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Caustic soda is holding steady, with little 
change in the market to be felt as the result of the submarine 
difficulties. Dealers generally quote prices of 44%@4%c. a pound 
flat for 76 per cent. 

CHINA CLAY.—The business in china clay has been so 
demoralized by the danger to shipping from German U-boats 
that there is practically no market. Dealers are as yet unwilling 
to run the risk of placing orders for English clay, with the result 
that none is being imported. 

ROSIN.—Prices in the South are 
but the demand is not 
beginning to pick up slightly. New York prices for paper makers’ 
grades of rosin are as follows: E, $6.50; F, $6.50; G, $6.50. 

SODA ASH.—Conditions in the soda ash market are almost 
unchanged since a week ago.
